Elder Harvey Wrig ht, one of the 
oldest ministère in the State, and one 
of the pioneer residents of the county , 
passed away a 4 o'clock Friday even­ 
ing at his home in Center township. 
Death was due to cancer, from which 
he had been suffering for two y ears. 
Althoug h Kev. Wrig ht had been ill 
with the disease for that leng th of 
time, he had not taken to his bed, and 
it was hardly realized that his condi­ 
tion was so g rave. 
Rev. Wrig ht was widely known as a 
Baptist minister and was active almost 
up to the time of his death. 
For some 
time he had been pastor of the Center 
Rapist church, where he was held in 
the hig hest esteem by the members of 
his cong reg ation. 
Rev. Wrig ht was a native of Mont­ 
g omery county , O., and was born Sep- 
temberiOfch, 18 20. 
He was the a son of 
Dan and Catherine (Reeder) Wrig ht, 
who were natives, respectively of Ver­ 
mont and Ohio. 
When lie was a child 
less than one y ear old, his parents 
moved to this county 
and became 
among the- first settlers in Richland 
township. 
There his early life was 
spent in assisting 
his father 
with 
clearing his land, and cultivating his 
crops. 
When he was in his twentieth 
y ear he settled with his parents in 
Orang e township, Fay ette connty . 
Dnring his 
boy hood he attended 
school at the district school, but the 
advantag es were poor and consequent 
ly his education was quite limited. 
This 
lack ¡of knowledg e, however, 
was somewhat mitig ated ¡by reading 
and home'study . 
Daring the winters of 18 42-3 and 
18 43-4 he thang ht school in Fay ette 
county . 
Eefore his second term of 
school closed he married Miss Delilah 
Stephen, December 27 th, 
18 43. 
His 
bride w’as the daug hter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Thomas G. Stephens, and w’as 
born in Fay ette county , March 2, 18 27. 
Mr. and Mrs. Wrig ht went to house­ 
keeping on a farm in Orang e town­ 
ship, Fay ette county , where they re 
sided until 18 6 5, when they catne to 
Center township, 
this 
connty . 
To 
them were born eleven children, five 
of whom, with tho^widow « urvive 
The children are: Mrs. Drusilla Mc­ 
Kee, of J ackson township; Mrs. J ahez

chiefly been jierformed in Rush and 
Fay ette counties, thoug h his transient 
labors a« a minister extended to eleven 
different States in the Union. 
In politics. 
Rev. 
Wrig ht was a 
Democrat. 
He was an intellig ent and 
well read man, and in addition to 
g eneral information, he possessed a 
masterly knowledg e of Script ore. to 
the discussion and correct interpreta­ 
tion of which he devoted most of his 
time 
He was unequivocally opposed 
to secret societies and believed that 
our 
attiliafions should 
be confined 
strictly to that 
societv which em­ 
braces the Christian relig ion. 
Rev. Wrig ht was a warm hearted 
man, a model citizen, a devoted Chris­ 
tian and a pillar to the church he rep 
resented. 
He had a hose of friends 
w’ho were shocked 
to learn of his 
death and who sy mpathize with the 
family im'their loss. 
The funeral service w ill be held at 
Center Sunday afternoon at 2 o’clock, 
conducted by Rev. Robert Thornpsc n. 
of Greenfield.

Since the sensational expose of the 
uneleaD'method of the Ohicag o pack­ 
ers in preparing meats for the market, 
this subject has beeD much discussed 
by residents of Indiana. 
Much of the 
meat in this State is butchered in local 
slaug hter 
and packing houses, and 
while 
these industries, taken sepa­ 
rately , are not conducted on a larg e 
scale, there is still an opportunity for 
the packers to violate the laws and 
ship “ deodorized” 
and 
preserved 
meats. 
This investig ation, under the 
direction ofjthe State Board of Health 
will be of such small packing houses 
as well as the larg e ones. 
The investig ation, 
in most cases, 
w ill be made by the’local Authorities,

Divorces are Encourag ed 
and 


Not Discourag ed and Radi­ 


cal Reform is Needed. 


There are more divorces g ranted in 
the United States every y ear than in 
any other country except J apan. 
The 
recorded divorces during the y ear 14)03 
were 7 0,000 and in 19 00 nearly 200,000 
divorced persons were living in this 
country . 
Whatever one’s views may be as to 
permiusable causes for divorce, there 
can be no question that these causes are 
too common. 
Many may ag ree tiiat in 
fidelity , desertion, cruelty aud drunk­ 
enness are just g rounds for divorce, 
but they must also in face of the 
fig ures, ag ree 
that 
these 
offenses 
ag ainst the 
marriag e relation 
an<l 
ag ainst 
decency and g ood order as 
well are occurring In this country 
with alarming and constantly increas­ 
ing frequency . 
“ If y on can do something to lim it 
and check a stream which promises 
ere long to be a flood y ou may well be 
content.” 
Thus 
Gov. 
Penny packer 
warned the national divorce cong ress 
at Washing ton some time ag o of the 
enormous difficulties to be encountered 
in seeking to secure uniformity in 
tiie divorce laws of all the States. 
Three States failed to send represen­ 
tatives to that conference. 
Any one 
of these threo is, in p act ice, able to 
nullify anj’ divorce leg islation upon 
which the 
other 
44 
States mig ht 
ag ree, for the States are required by 
the constitution to g ive full faith and 
credit to the laws of every other State. 
One State remaining outside of the 
ag reement would be a haven for di­ 
vorce seekers from all the other States 
and its decrees would have to be ac­ 
cepted every where. 
The present muddle of State laws, 
rang ing 
from 
no 
divorce 
to one 
because of incompatibility , is not only 
demoralizing and immorel, but a di­ 
rect incentive to marital inconstancy . 
Absolute^uniform leg islation^? perhaps 
impossible. 
But it is a most sig nifi­ 
cant fact that 43 States are awake to 
the evil of the abuse of divorce. 
National conferences such as that 
which a few months ag o convened at 
Washing ton cannot fa il to exercise a 
strong influence upon the national in ­ 
tellect and conscience.

Washington, June 23.—Formal an­ 
nouncement of the purpose of the gov­ 
ernment to prosecute the Standard Oil 
company is made b y Attorney General 
Moody. It appear from his statement 
that the proceedings in the first in­ 
stance will b e had under the Elkins 
law, which prohib its reb ates in inter­ 
state commerce. 
The attorney gen­ 
eral, however, gives notice that in all 
prob ab ility should the Investigation 
justify It, he will b ring further action 
under the Sherman anti trust law. 
He also will take steps to insure 
against the continuance b y the com­ 
pany of discriminations in trade and 
transportation w’hicb are not now sub ­ 
ject to prosecution, b ut are especially 
provided against In the pending rate 
b ill. 
The attorney general’s state­ 
ment follows: 
“After full consideration of all the 
information now availab le, including 
the report of the commissioner of cor­ 
porations and the evidence taken b y 
the interstate commerce commission, 
I have reached the conclusion that 
criminal proceedings against the Stan­ 
dard Oil company should b e b egun in 
certain cases where there appears to 
have b een a violation of the laws reg­ 
ulating interstate commerce and pro­ 
hib iting reb ates and other unlawful 
discriminations. 
Accordingly 
such 
proceedings will b e b egun at once In 
the 
appropriate 
Judicial 
districts. 
These cases are regarded and will b e 
treated as of importance, as it seems 
clear that’ In so far as the Standard 
Oil company has ob tained monopolis­ 
tic control of Interstate trade, that 
control has b een ih large degree made 
possib le b y discriminations in trans­ 
portation rates or facilities, the dis­ 
criminations b eing in some cases in 
violation of law and in other eases, 
though injurious to the pub lic welfare, 
not in violation of law' and therefore 
sub ject only to such correction as may 
b e afforded b y the railway rate legis­ 
lation now pending in congress. 
“I shall continue the investigation 
of the affairs of the Standard Oil com­ 
pany and of such complaints as have 
b een or may b e b rought to the atten­ 
tion of this department, with the view 
of ascertaining whether there has b een 
any violation of the anti trust act or 
of any other federal law. This inves­ 
tigation will require assistance of the- 
department, and I have employed as 
special counsel Frank B. Kellogg of 
St. Paul, who was one of the counsel 
for the government in the recently ter­ 
minated litigation against the Western 
Paper organization, and Charles B. 
Morrison 
of Chirago, 
now 
United 
States attorney for the northern dis­ 
trict of Illinois. 
Mr. Morrison will in 
the near future resign his place as 
district attorney. The course of action 
I have stated has received the approv­ 
al of the president and all the mem­ 
b ers of the cab inet”

June 23.—Judge 
Piety of the circuit court dissolved the 
temporary injunction he issued two 
weeks ago, directed to the city council 
to stop the %proceeding to impeach 
Mayor Edwin Bidatnan. 
Judge Piety 
held that a court of equity had no 
Jurisdiction to interpose in the pro­ 
ceedings b y which a city council pro­ 
posed to investigate the acts of an ad­ 
ministrative official and to act on the 
evidence thus ob tained. 
In the peti­ 
tion for an injunction it was set forth 
that an ordinance, the violation of 
which b y the police authorities was 
connived at, was invalid. Judge Piety 
said that, inasmuch as the court had 
no jurisdiction, the question of the 
validity of the ordinance need not b e 
passed upon. 
This ordinance, requir­ 
ing much detailed record of police or­ 
ders, wfas passed b y the city council 
when the mayor's president of the 
police b oard said that some orders 
were given to the police “with a 
wink.” 
The ordinance required all 
orders to b e spread of record. 
The 
mayor, b y his attorneys, contended 
that the ordinance was invalid, b e­ 
cause it was ?n violation of the law 
which placed the police pow'er with 
the maj 3r, who in turn appointed the 
police b oard. 
The city council then met in special 
session on a call signed b y four Re­ 
pub licans and one Democrat of the 
nine conncilmen. 
Action was taken

June 23.—To the 
great surprise of the people of this 
city, the b itter fight started b y the 
Hammond Retail Liquor Dealers’ as­ 
sociation last Monday has b een drop­ 
ped and b oth factions are now at 
peace, the retail merchants arrested 
for keeping open last Sunday winning 
a decided victory. 
The cases filed 
against them in the city court were 
dismissed on payment of costs. 
The 
retail merchants were organizing and 
had decided to retaliate b y causing the 
arrest of every saloon keeper who, 
prior to “closing down the lid," had 
slot machines and winerooms in their 
saloons and kept open on Sunday.

To become docile in op p ression may 
be a virtue for y ou individually , but 
it assumes quite another form in the 
evolution 
of the evil. 
You whose 
minds are as y et unfettered, see to it 
that no golden monacles are forged 
for coming generations. 
Let it once 
be understood that dollars don’t count 
in the institution of government, and 
that a man with a million or m ulti­ 
p lied millions may as truly be an 
anarchist as the man with a bomb or 
a whiskey license, and our p eop le will 
make an advance movement. 
True, 
there will be 
some blunders; 
we 
might even have to retreat occoasion- 
ally , but the trend of events will be 
onward and onr motto will be ex cel­ 
lence. 
Most men have been mistaken 
in some things, and for'&ll that, their 
ilfe work has been a grand and nlti 
mate success. 
“ Old” John Rnskin 
scorned inventions — calling the loco­ 
motives 
and 
steamship s 
smoking 
kettles. 
Ruskin 
has 
gone to his 
reward and the ketles Jare still smoke- 
ing, but who would be willing to say 
that John Rnskin had not done a great 
]>art in help ing old England *to get a 
more correct view of life. 
There will alway s be “ conserva­ 
tives” in every onward movement : 
these “ mnst be taught as thongh y on 
tanght them not and things unknown, 
p rop osed as th ings* forgot. ” 
My message to y oung men in these 
closing lines is, “ Make something; 
have an idea. 
Let that idea “dominate 
y our whole life for a few day s at 
least; 
if y ou find it to be a good 
one, cling to it though all men call 
y o u a c a rn k.” 
The machinist is the 
longest lived p erson in the world, and 
I believe the hap p iest, because thought 
and action are hap p ily married. 
Do y ou see that electical building 
with the sign over the door reading, 
“ No adm ittance?” 
The meaning of 
that sign is, “ They mnst be kings who 
enter here.” 
And kings they are! 
The p roudest monarch of antiquity 
couuld take off his crown and stand 
in op en-mouthed wonder and adm ira­ 
tion before the men who move abont 
in the midst of such wonderful mach­ 
inery . The designer of Cheop s would 
look a mere manikin in the p resence 
of Geo>ge Westinghonse. 
Now over against the man with a 
mind, we will p ut Edwin Parkham’s 
“ Man with the Hoe,” and we find 
that Mr. Mrakham has asked a p erti­ 
nent question when he asked. “ Who 
shall straighten up this shap e. ” The 
criitcism of this p oem numbered bund­ 
ed* when it was first p ublished ; all 
of them were right and all of them 
were w rong; but the man who will 
establish!) an eight-hour working day . 
and finally a day of six , with the 
abolition of the taloon, will do more 
toward straightening up the “ shap e” 
of the Man with the Hoe than all the 
critics of all ages. 
Then, too, he will 
solve the vex ing p roblem of the rich 
engaging in work that “ belongs” to 
the 
p oor. 
“ Overp roduction” 
and 
“ catdow ns” will be unknown. 
When a millionaire wants a resi­ 
dence costing a few millions of dol­ 
lars to build, and a million or two a 
y ear to keep in running order, the 
leader of some labor organization will 
wait np on him and inform the gentle­ 
man that such a'sty le of living is not 
in keep ing with our national sp irit, 
and that to erect such a mansion as 
must endure through several genera 
tlons, while it might not sp oil him, 
would encourage ex travagance in the 
“ second generations.” 
Old Gordon Graham has said, “ It’s 
no use demanding attention: y ouv’e 
got to command it.” Curse the strike 
and the striker all y on will, but y on 
can’t deny that they are commanding 
attention. 
The means used by the 
striker is not commendable, but hav­ 
ing through sncessive generations re­ 
moved from him the p ower‘of rhetori­ 
cal argument, what other argument 
is left than the one he has chosen. 
Is 
his cause a just one? Let God and 
good men and 
President Roosevelt 
decide. 
Necessity has forced some things 
up on us that do not rightfuUly belong 
to a rep ublican form of government, 
but to denounce them as evils would 
be to invite confusion. 
Just 
now we are discussing the 
question ot “ mancip al ownership .” 
Municip al 
ownerhship 
is 
not the 
choice of a rep nlican government any 
more than war is the choice of a 
p eace - loving 
p eop le; .but it is a 
LAST RESORT to grap p le with the 
corp orate trust. 
Greed has ca lled 
into esistop ce thelbattering-ram s of 


municip al ownership . 
Yes, munici- j 
p al ownership , ip its broadest sense, | 
is coming. 
A nation that can stretch 
the Monroe doctrine around the world, 
and make the p rincip le “ that govern­ 
ments derive their guts p owers from 
the consent of the governed,” to in ­ 
clude a dozen rebellions states, can 
make muncip al ownership a rep ubli­ 
can institution. 
Greed is the 
monster 
that 
has 
caused 
laborers 
to 
organize, 
and 
* 
that is now bringing municip al owner­ 
ship before our p eop le; and greed is 
the enemy of true liberty that will 
some day drive our millions of “ com­ 
mon p eop le” to demand a foothold on 
the soil of God’s great country . 
I wan tod to toll 
y ou something 
about a home p lan for our rural p op u­ 
lation, but I must close with just one 
suggestive thought: It is a desecra­ 
tion of 
sacred 
things 
when the 
country — the fields, and woods, and 
hills, and p lains — become only a fit 
p lace to raise hogs — to get money to 
adorn city life. 
Some men will lanugh at the ideas 
brought forward in this article, some 
will scorn, others will treat them 
with indifference, while still others 
will p onder the things 
herein set 
down. 
It is to the last class that I 
have addressed the linde under the 
heading of “ Manhood vs. Money .” 
Thanking the editor of the Rep ubli 
can for the sp ace he has kindly given, 
I am the servant of all men who love 
justice and equity .

p assage of the indep endent bill p ro­ 
viding p ractically for the same ap p ro­ 
p riation which was recently p assed by 
the house of rep resentatives.
